WaihingtoD.Oct. 27.— All is In read- 
1b«m for the meeting this afternoon 
of tbe anthracite coal etrlke eommlB- 

lion. All the numbers of ttie com- 
mlsalon are In the city and most of 
the cptrators or their reprffn iitativcs 
are here. The wishes of both parties 
the controversy will be considered 
as to the method of procedure in se- 
curing testimony. Plans for holding 
the public stKsionB, places of meeting 
and various other details necessary to 
be settled before the actual work of 
taking testimony can be begun will be 
dfCided. It is expected that very little 
•▼Idence will be heard In Washington, 
It is not the desire of the commis- 
sion to compel the attendance of wit- 
nesses here when the evidence they 
have to give can be secured at greater 
oonvenienre to them at or near their 
places of residence. The c<jmmlssion 
also will determine whether it will 
give hearings to persons not having a 
direct interest In the issues at stake 
brtweon the miners and operators, but 
who believe they can give evidence of 
a practical character that will assist 
the commission In its work. 

Among the mine operators or their 
representatives here incl ;id<' President 
George F. Baer of the iieading, E. B. 
Thomas of the Erie, John B. Kerr, 
representing Thomas Fowler of the 
Oatario and Western; David Wilcox 
of the Delaware and Hudson and Al- 
fred Walter, representing the Lehigh 
Valley. They st)ent the time In the 
lobby of the hotel chatting, but re- 
frained from discussing for publlcap 
lion their plans. The operators will 
hear the ideas the commission has to 
make for undertaking the work in 
hand, and if necessary will suggest 
snch changes as will best secure the 
results desired. President Mitchell of 
the United Mine Workers also arriv- 
ed, but be declined to be interviewed. 

Attacked by Unionists. 
Scranton, Pa., Oct. 27.— Half a 
dozen nonunionists employed at the 
Oxford colliery of the People's Coal 
company were given a sound drubbing 
and rhaaed half a mile through a 
gangway by a crowd of union em- 
ployes of the Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Westers oompany'a Bellevue col- 
Ueiy, which adjoins.

The badge 
bears the monogram "J. M." in dia 
monds. Just underneath the bar con- 
taining the pin by which it Is fastened 
to the coat lapel.

ILLITERACY AMONO CHILDREN. 

lurprliing BlfTerence In Favor of OIT- 
•prlngof KoreiaiuHorn Population. 
Washington, Oct 27. — Tbe census 

efllce has Issued a statement giving a 

compilation of figures regarding illit^ 
eracy among children of immigrants 
and children of natives. The state- 
ment says: "Confining the comparison 
to children between the ages of 10 
tnd 14 years, in the United States as 
a whole 95.6 per cent of the native 

white children of native parents and 
69.1 per cent of the native wliite chil- 
dren of foreign-born parents are able 
to read and write. This surprising 
difference fn favor of the children of 
the forelgn twrn population is due 
largely to the fact that the children 
of the foreign-born Immigrants live 
mainly in the northern and western 
states, where the public stfhool system 
has already reached a high degree of 
efficiency, while great numbers of na- 
tive white children of native parents 
live In the southern states, and in 
that regkm about 10 per cent of snA 
children are illiterate." 

Ixpect Good Results. 
Washington. Oct.'^M. — A dispatch 
from Panama was received by the Co- 
lombian legation here announcing that 
the cruiser Bogota was then entering 
the harbor. The Bogota is tbe vessel 
which, according to rumors at Man- 
agua. Nicaragua, was engaged In bat- 
I tie with the Insurgent gunboat Pa- 
dilla. The officials at the 1« gation are 
! congratulating themselves on the safe 
I arrival of the Bogota, as they confl- 
' dently believe she will exert an Im- 
portant influence In ending the revo- 
lutionary movement In that depart- 
I ment. She was equipped with only 
' four 6-pounder on her trip down from 
San Francisco, most of her armament 
having been consigned to Colon, wiib 
the Intention of transporting It over 
land, to be placed on the cn.iser when 
she arrived at Panama

became unmanageable, the breaks re- 
fusing to work on acc<junt ef Uaves 
on the track, and despite the motor- 
man's efforts to stop It It dashed wild- 
ly down the hill, left the rails and ran 
nearly a square over the jiaving 
I bricks, finally stopping only a shoit 
distance fiom the river. John Wal 
lace, a pottery worker, leaped from 
the car, fell on his side and was seri- 
ously hurt. Motorman C. W. Rauch 
escaped by jumping. There were 
eight passengers on the car and a 
panic prevailed among theui.

It is supposed tliat rob- 
bers entered the office, killed the 
agent, took the money and put the 
body in the Big Muddy rlvw. Train 
nu n say they saw some men prowling 
around the building before Flagg dis 
appeared. Official^ of tbe road, how- 
ever, are Inclined to discredit the 
murder theory. The amount of money 
eould not have been large.

New York, Oct 27. — The Rev. J 
Wilbur Chapman resigned the pastor 
ate iif the Fourth Presliyterian cburch 
of this city. The resignation is due to

London, Oct. 27.— It is officially an- 
noimced that Colonial Secretary 
Chamberlain has decided personally 
to visit louth Africa and osaaiao on 

the spot the problems presented by 
the termination of tbe war and the 
settlement of affairs in the new eolo- 
nies. King Edward has given his aH- 
proval of this plan, which, it is said, 
has also the full approval of Premier 
Balfour and the cabinet Mr. Cham- 
berlain proposes to start for South 
Africa toward the end of November 
and to return the early part of March. 
His visit will embrace the Cape. Na- 
tal. Orange River colony and the 
Transvaal. The colonial secretary 
hopes to have an oitixirtunif y to con- 
fer while in South Africa with repre- 
sentatives of all the different inter- 
ests concerned and to consider their 
views In his future policy. It is said 
that Lord Milner has been consulted 
with regard to Mr. Chamberlain's trip 
and that he cordially weloomea tbo 
Idea. 



Fighting In Colombia. 

Kingston, Jamaica, Oct. 27.— The 

0' HI an tteamer Hercynia arrived 
here from Colon, Colomliia. Her oftl- 
cers report that considerable Hghtlng 
is going on in the Interior of that 
country, the revolutionists taking ad- 
vantage of the withdrawal of govern- 
ment troops for service on the isth- 
nii;s. At Savaiiilla the governmental 
soldiers are dying at an alarming rate 
from fever and privations. While the 
Hercynia was moored at Savanllla 
there were on the pier the bodies of 
several soldiers who had died thtre 
and tbe remains had not been re 
movd. Disease Is rife on that side of 
the coast. The ship's officers had to 
chfciv their own cargo at Savanllla 
and do other work lliems' lves, to per 
form which Colombians are generally 
employed. It being impossible to get 
local help. Tbe situation on the isth- 
mus remains the same.

Irish Envoys Pleased. 
Boston, Oct. 27.— John Dillon, M. P., 
and Michael Davitt. the Irish envoys, 
have gone to New York after their New 
E^ngland visit and both have express- 
ed themselves as much gratified at 
tbe result of the great convention of 
the United Irish League of America in 
Faneuil hall the past week. Mr. Dil- 
lon, Mr, Davitt, John B. Redmond, M. 
P., and Edward Blake will address 
meetings In Philadelphia, and on Wed- 
nesday night they will speak in New- 
ark. Then Messrs. Dilloa and Davitt 
go westirard. 

Rew at a Dance. 

Sharpsburg, Pa., Oct 27. — As the 
result of a row at a dance held at tbe 
house of M Sando, an Italian, Anton>» 
Stein lies dead at Pittsburg morgue 
and tbo police are searching for An- 
tonio Rich, an Italian from Pittsburg, 
who Is said to have committed tbt 
murder. Stein was killed almost In- 
stantly by a number of kicks In the 
stomach, and it is said by those pres- 
ent that Rich was his assailant. At a 
late hour Rich had not been captured. 



Aeronauts Meet. 

Paris, Oct. 27.— A number of French 
aeronauts held a meeting here for the 
purpose of devising an united plan 
under which to compete for the St 
Louis exposition aeronautic prize of 
flfto.noo. Emlleu .Marceau, the Inven- 
tor of the flying machine "Le Papil- 
lon," was the principal promoter of 
the meeting. M. Deutsch, M. Santos- 
Dumont and other leaders In aeronau- 
tics were invited, but did not attend. 
M. Marceau exhibite(f a hiige model of 
"Le Paplllon" with outstreched silken 
wings, measuring 30 feet across. He 
urged that as France was ahead In 
aeMmautles there should be a united 
effort here to secure tbe St. U)uis 
prize He jir< | (.sed the raising of a 
fund with which to build French air- 
ships, and said that In case the prise 
was won half of it would be divided 
among those assisting the movement 

Coronation Job Finished. 

lx)ndon, Oct. 27. — The last ceremo- 
nies connected with the inauguration 
of the reign of King Edward Vll ac- 
eurred Sunday when the king, acoom^ 
panled by Queen Alexandra, the 
Prince of Wab.s and almost all the 
members of the royal family, drove to 
St. Pauls cathedral and offered up 
thanks for the recovery of his health, 
which had enabled him to be crowned. 
The weather was rainy and small 
crowds marked the royal progress 
through the metropolis. At Temple 
Bar the lord mayor of London and the 
corporation, in bedraggled robes, met 
the king and escorted him to the ca 
thedral. In the nave of St. Paul's 
were gathered several thousand per- 
sons, including Premier Balfour, lead 
Ing members of the nobility, almost 
all the members of tbe oAMaet and 
th» foreign ambassadors.

Frakkkobt, Ky., Oct. 23.— Murray R. 
Hubbard, Secretary of the Bailroad Com- 
mission, to-day completed the lompila- 
tion of the annual reports of the railroad 
corporations to this body, and it will 
meet here early in November, possibly 
about tbe lOtb, for the purpose of asseas- 
ing tbe tangible property of tbe variouB 
companies for taxation. 

Tbe reports of the various companies 
and the compilation makes an interest- 
ing showing, demonstrating that, as a 
whole, the business doriog the past 
year has been a profitable one, with in- 
creased earnings over tbe previoua year. 
The total grosa earnings in Kentucky 
of the companies for the year is f2U 5o2,- 
120, as against $23,795,414 last year, an 
increaae of $2,736,706. Tbe total net 
eaminga for the year is $8,521,037, aa 
against $7,87S,4t>8 for 1'.m)1, an increaae of 
$ti42,5G9 over that year. 

The reporta of the five big linea oper- 
ating in and thioogh Kentucky— the 
Louisville and Naabviile, the Illinois 
Central, tbe Cincinnati, New Orleans 
and Texas Pacific, tbe Southern and the 
Chesapeake and Ohio— all show a ){ood 
condition, all showiutt increased gross 
earnings over laat year, and all except 
the last-named showing increased net 
earnings. The decrease in the net earn- 
ings of tbe Chesapeake and Ohio Com- 
pany is due to the extensive improve* 
menta on the Ohio and Big Sandy branch.

'Squire Thomas J. Pickett, whive cri*- 
ical condition was f/equently mentioned 
last week, died Saturday afternoon about 
4:45 o'clock at his roo;u at the C'-ntr" 
Hotel, of typho malarial lever. Fors^ v - 
weeks he had bravely strnnled aKau\^ 
this dread disease, an^l for lUys he t.a i 
lingered in an extreui>'ly critical coiidi 
tion. Throughout bis iilnci^ he retaiued 
his clearneaa of mind and waa conscious 
almost to tba last. Relatives and frieud>< 
bad ministered to his every want, and 
medical skill had battled with tha disease 
bnt to no avail. 

Thomas J. Pickett was horn near 
Waahington, Ky., in September, 1^40, at 
the rasidenoa of bis father, Maj >r B. 0 
Pickett. He was nam«> ! after au uncle, 
an early Mavistrate who waa an honored 
citizen of Mason County for many years. 
Reared in an ideal home and deriving his 
earliest conceptions of life from that 
source, he never ceaseii to feel the ttt" ct 
of the precepts, the examples, the asso- 
ciations and traditions which were the 
strongest educational iutt lences of his 
youth— ioltaanoes that gave atrength and 
attraetivenaaa. and a atrongaatting to the 
solid attainments of later years. Bred to 
the absorbing pursuits of agriculture, he 
never loat bia lova of country life, its 
varied interests and occupations, its so- 
cial pleasures. Its pastimes and its sports 
E\rery moment that could be snatched 
from the cares of official and businees life 
in the county town was given to the old 
home and the old farm from which he 
had derived so much of the vigor, the in- 
spiration, the activity and the endurance 
of a ceaselessly J^sy life. Though taking 
an active and useful interest in public 
affaira, ba aaamed to ba totally devoid of 
the ordinary aoibitions of men; ami the 
pursuits of his life, while exacting the 
utmost accoracy of kno#ladga aad a care- 
ful and systematic attention to detail, 
were not of a character to develop an- 
tagoniaOMor to bring him into collision 
with men or events.
